Into Local Option Towns, Su- 
preme Court Says. 

Kentucky Law Conflicts With 
Federal Constitution. 

Thf United States Supreme 
Court on May 24- reversed the 
judgment of the Circuit Court of 
Hart county* Ky., in the case of 
the AdaOU Express Company vs. 
the C( mmonwealth of Kentucky, 
Justice Harlan dissenting. 

It, was contended that the Ken- 
tucky statute, is applied to the 
transportation of liquor from State 
to State, was in conflict with the 
section of the Federal Constitu 
tion saving Congress control over 
interstate commerce. This 
tention was denied by the State 
court, and thus a question arose 
under the Federal Constitution 
decided adversely to the plaintiff 
in error. 

Justice Brewer said: "Liquor, 
bow ever obnoxious and hurtful it 
may be in the judgment of many, 
is a recognized article of com- 
merce." 

The court then quotes from the 
decision of Justice White in the 
Vance & Vandercrook Company 
case, which says: "The proposi- 
tion is well established that the 
right to send liquors from one 
State into another, and the act of 
sending the same, is interstate 
commerce, the regulation whereof 
has been committed by the Consti- 
tution to Congress, and, hence, 
that a State law which denies such 
a right or substantially interferes 
with or hampers the same is in 
conflict with the Constitution." 
"Clearly in the cases cited," said 
the court, "the State statute cannot 
be sustained. The judgment of 
the Circuit Court of Hart county 
is reversed, and the case remanded 
to that court for further proceed- 
ings uot inconsistent with the 
views expressed."

DINGER Or THE MOlSE-fU. 

BY DR. 1.. O. HOWARD. 

To make people realize the dad 
ger that lurks in the sticky foot- 
steps of the house Hy or typhoid 
lly, Dr. L. O. Howard, one of the 
foremost entomologists in this 
country, has written the following 
article ou the danger of the lly: 

"Get your screens up. Do it 
now. The typhoid rlies are just 
beginning to make their appear- 
ance. Don't let them get estab- 
lished. 

"It is demonstrated beyond 

question that the fly-— what people 
used to call the house rt> — la the 
principal cause of typhoid fever. 
It is also a big causative factor ; ti 
tuberculosis mid intestinal diseases. 

'"Take the Spanish-American 
war for example. It furnishes the ' 
most striking instance of the dan- 
ger of the typhoid Hy, previously 1 
considered harmless. 

"One man in every live who 
went to the front got typhoid fever j 
during the campaign, the disease 

manifesting itself within the tirsl I 

two months of encampment. Ty- 
phoid fever caused 80 per cent, of 
all the deaths in that war. Ty- 
phoid was fonr times as fatal as 

"A United states army medical 

commission was appointed to flnd 
out the cause of this 
epidemic. 

"Most people though) thai lead 
water was the cause of typhoid. 

It was not. Mad water brought on 
only a small percentage of the 

deaths. 

"The real cause, as the medical 
commission learned alter a thor- 
ough investigation, was the ty- 
phoid fly. 

"The lly thrives in the country, 
where it breeds iii stables and car- 
ries disease to the farmers' homes. 
It thrives in the citv, where it can 
spread the thousands of y$rm* it 

carries among thousands ofpeople. 

"It is highly important for peo- 
ple to be on their guard. City or. 

linances governing stables and the 
liaposition <>f refuse, ami the plac- 

ing of screens in windows ami 
doors of houses hy individuals will 
help much in the meantime
